He was 
In hie room, No. 39, on the second 
floor, until late last nlg-ht, and left It, 
clad In his holiday attire, but wearing 
only his slippers. 
He was last spen 
at the bar downstairs at midnight and 
no one has so far been found who 
spoke to him after that hour. De- 
tectives Minahan and Skelly, who were 
sent to tho scene from headquarters, 
found the trail ot blood extending 
northward from the vacant lot to a 
point about 400 feet from a wharf at 
the foot of tho street, 
I 


Two theories present themselves: 
Either Milkovfch was lured to the 
dock, robbed, wounded and left to 
make his way for aid as best he could, 
or the affair occurred In tine ot the 
saioons nearbv-and he was taken to 
the lot. It Is not thought that ho 
ivab aasauHed on tho street. Tho trail 
leads beyond tho lot to a telegraph 
pole, where there is a plainly marked 
crimson splash as though the man had 
stood there for a few moments. ' He 
may then have crawled on his hands 
and knees to the lot 30 feet away or 
he may have been led along by his

shoved him under the fence rail sur- 
rounding: the bit 06 ground. There is 
a mass of blood on one of the 'stones 
which would tend to bear out the 
latter theory.

PROMINENT FAMILY. 


Mrs. Galindo's husband, who died

the first brick building in Oak- 
land, and was also the owner of the 
Rancho Monte Del Diablo in Contra 
Costa county, which contained several 
thousand acres.

deeply grieved this morning to hear 
of her death and many tributes were 
paid to her true womanhood She felt

Balloon Comes Down Among 


San Bruno Hills Just 


After Dark. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 2 —Captain Ivy 
Baldwin, the aeronaut, 
and 
Guy 
T. 
Slaughter, a passenger, who sailed away 
in a balloon from the ground-breaking 
ceremonies at Harbor View yesterday, 
landed at dusk in the hills of the San 
Bruno range. They carne flown in 
a 
rough canyon and had to 
drag 
their 
aerial equipment two miles to the road. 
Slaughter is assistant purchasing agent 


of the Western Pacific Railroad and vice- 
president of the Pacific Aero Club. 
It 
•was his maiden trip in the air. His wife 
and father and mother watched him as 
he drifted southward from Harbor View. 
""We rose from the field about; 3:30 and 
were carried by the breeze slowly over 
the city," said Slaughter at night. 


""We crossed the trity just before 'Fill- 
more street and attained the 
greatest 
height above Twin Peaks. There we were 
about a mile high. 
"After crossing over Twin Peaks we 
dropped lower down and went over to- 
ward Injleside and 'the first range of 
San Bruno hills. At 4 o'clock the wind 
died down and we decided It would he 
best to land. 
"We were deep into the San Bruno 
hills and we came down In a canyon. 
Our landing was not successful. 
The 
basket bounced from one side to the 
other. We could not catch hold of the 
brush. 
After a struggle we stopped the bal- 
loon and got out. Then we filled the 
basket with stones until the balance was 
even and tramped for an hour and a 
half to find our way out. It was a two- 
mile hau! to the San Bruno boulevard." 
While they were in the air Captain 
Baldwin accidentally Inhaled some gas 
and leaning over the side of the basket 
nearly fell out.

— The world's 
production of gold during 1912 was $5,- 
500,000 greater than in 1911, the total 
having been $465,000,000, according to a 
prclimlnj.iy estimate.

terday by George E. Roberts, director 
of tho mint. 


Gold production In tho United States 
amounted to 591,635,1<>8, compared with 
$96,890,000 In 1811. 
California led with 
19,988,486; Colorado was 
second 
with 
.18,791,710; Alaska third with $17,398,946; 
Nevada fourth with $13,331.680 and South 
Dakota fifth with $7,795,680. 
Of the world's production, tho Trans- 
vaal and Rhodesia made a gain of nearly 
^20,000,000, and Canada 
gained 
nearly 


$3,000,000. 
Tho United States, 
Mexico 
and Australasia lost about 
$16,000,000 
and In tho rest of tho world the uio- 
ductlon was about what it was last year 
Since 1908, when the production of golc 
In the world was $442,475,000, the annual 
Increase has been small. 
The mint service of the United States 
during tho year sold $38,000,000 worth of 
gold bars for consumption In tho arts 
In this country and Canada, as against 
$35,000,000 In 1911. The net consumption 
of new gold, Including coin for such uses 
In tne United States and Canada, was 
about $35,000,000 and In the world, ex- 
cluding Asia, probably between

Dr. Jordan's book forthcoming will carry both weal and woe 


in its little insides. It represents a new departure in the Stanford 
president's invasion of the eugenic field. He makes the Richard 
Roe of a former volume concrete, makes many of him, in fact, and 
labels them all as descendants of one wonderful woman yclept, 
Isabella de Vermandois, of twelfth century birth. The things he 
has done to Isabella's lineage are weird and wonderful to contem- 
plate. Locating them has been the least part of the task. He has 
attributed to them all the wonderful qualities which Nietsche 
fondly predicated to a people yet unborn. Philologically, perhaps, 
Nietsche retains his pristine reputation, but as a historian he is 
a gone goose. What the German philosopher considered the 
crowning glory of the future lived six centuries and a half before 
he awoke to life. It was Isabella, this same Isabella, superwoman 
herself and mother of a long and illustrious line of supermen. 
(Such as Pierpont Morgan, Roosevelt and, before them, Sir Fran- 
cis Drake). 


It's poor comfort for common mortals, this new book of Dr. 


Jordan's. Most of the American nations seems to have been left 
out in the cold. A paltry thousand or so of them have crept into 
this new Hall of Fame among the descendants of the redoubtable 
Isabella. The rest of us are partly doomed to indistinction. It 
was a very, very bad mistake for us to be born. We get some 
crumb of comfort from noting that Luther Burbank, whom we 
supposed to know a few things about eugenics himself because 
he had studied eugenics where eugenics really exists, is also left 
out. If Burbank can stand it we guess we can after all. 


Dr. Jordan has been kind enough at least not to forbid our 


loving. Every once in a while some new kind of eugenist comes 
into being and spoils our twosmg by moonlight, turns the calcium 
on the moonlight dance and blasts the very name of lovey-dovey. 
Then we get real wroth with eugemsts in general and lose inter- 
est in the future of the race and believe eugenics a mere way of 
being politely impolite. 


After all Dr. Jordan's new book will rightly be considered, if 


the foreword of it is true, rather as a cariosity than a mentor. 
Dr. Jordan really did good work m "The Heredity of Richard 
Roe." In his straightforward, trout-fishing sort of language he 
hit home with a few facts that ought not to be ignored. But why 
does he come spoiling it all now by shutting us out from the fame 
that was Isabella's? Methusaleh, Dr. Jordan, Methusaleh! We 
still point to him with pride. 


Will Jurklsh Diplomacy Triumph? 


In its present extremity with the Balkan states, the Turkish 


government is adhering strictly to its old-time policy of duplicity 
and procrastination m its negotiations of the terms on which a 
treaty of peace shall be based. The wily Turk knows his full value 
as a pawn on the European political chessboard in the result of 
the movement of which there are so many vital international 
matters involved. 


Presumptively, the unspeakable Turk has not a friend in Eu- 


rope. There is not one of the Christian nations of the Eastern 
Hemisphere but what would rejoice to witness his expulsion from 
European soil. 'He has been an insufferable offense in the sight 
of all for centuries, and many attempts have been made to force 
him to return across the Bosphorus whence he came, but without 
avail. 


The Turk would have been compelled to retire to Asia long 


ago, had it not been for the jealousies and suspicions which the 
European powers entertain toward one another. Long experi- 
ence has taught the Ottoman government how to use these con- 
flicting elements to its own advantage. It saved its face and its 
territory through these very agencies, when Russia succeeded in 
practically driving its armies down the Balkan peninsula to the 
very shores of the sea of Marmora and the Bosphorus and the 
roar of the Muscovite guns were trained practically on the gates 
of Constantinople. The fruits of the victories gained by her arm- 
ies in the field and conceded to Russia by the Sublime Porte in the 
^treaty of San Stefano were stripped from her at Berlin at the 
conference of the Great Powers which was artfully manipulated 
by xthe Ottoman representative for the benefit of the Turkish 
government, under the pretext that the retention by Turkey of 
territory rightfully won by conquest should be restored to pre- 
serve the balance of power in Europe. 


Every move made by Rechad Pasha, the Turkish delegate to 


the peace conference in London, has been taken for the sole pur- 
pose of delaying the settlement, for every hour of delay increases 
the prospects of the success of the diplomatic intrigued which 
are being carried on outside of the conference chamber in play- 
ing the old game of the retention of the balance of European 
power. The triple-alliance is being played against the triple- 
entente and insidious agencies are at work endeavoring to stir up 
dissension between the victorious allies. 
European history re- 


garding the "near eastern" question is repeating itself; and it 
looks now as if it will end again in the triumph of wily Ottoman 
diplomacy and a continuance of the tenure of the unspeakable 
Turk in Europe to repeat the abominations of his dominion and 
rule of Christian races which have made his name infamous 
throughout Christendom for centuries. 
Apparently, the Balkan 


allies made the greatest mistake of the campaign in consenting 
to an armistice, for the Turkish government has availed itself of 
the opportunity it affords to recruit its forces and strengthen its 
weakened positions at the front.

But the cost of maintaining reve- 
nue cutters in Bering sea to protect the seal rookeries from the

The Deforested Areas. 


Science once again has established as a fact what has been a 


popular belief for many years and yet a matter of contention be- 
tween engineers, foresters and laymen. The United States Geo- 
logical Survey, after many months of investigation in the Appa- 
lachian mountains, has reported that forests and contributory 
growth are important factors in regulating the flow of streams. 
Facts and figures are given by the government engineers which 
show that a forested area at the headwaters of any consequent 
stream is essential in 'governing the commercial value of the 
stream by rendering it more consistent in its flow during all sea- 
sons of the year. 


Many eminent engineers, however, have held that forests had 


little to do with the conservation of stream-flow during certain 
months of a year. There was so little doubt to the contrary in 
the minds of writers of works on physical geography that stu- 
dents were instructed along the theory that deforested areas do 
not conserve the water supply. 


The government set about to determine the matter in a defi- 


nite way and henceforth anyone skeptical as to the value of for- 
ests beyond the trimming of their area for timber can look in the 
book and see. From an area practically devoid of forestry it was 
found that during the month of April, which included several rain- 
storms, considerably more water ran off than the amount of snow- 
fall in water inches, while in an area covered with timber there 
was but a small fraction that ran off in comparison to what was 
conserved to seep away during the dry season.

wooded area there was a steady flow of water in the streams,

The construction of this quay wall Is

Built of concrete, it is 46

The outer side is 
faced with wooden piles to protect the 
concrete work against marring from the 
larger craft which will dock against it.

quay wall, belongs to the city of Oak- 
land. On this are to be built the munic- 
ipal belt line, connecting all tho rail- 
roads, electric steel cranes for loading

The really stupendous part of the un- 


dertaking is, however, that being carried 
on in the outer harbor. 


South of the Key Route trestle and

Educating Your Mother

ERHAPS nothing is more amusing or incongruous 
than to hear a dear, refined motherly woman use 
slang. But she is being educated by her sons and 
daughters today. The young people acquire a vo- 
cabulary at school which is a language ar foreign 
to good English as German would be, I heard a 


charming, refined woman remark that her sister "didn't pull a 
stroke with her," meaning that they did not agree. 'Twas 
easy to discover that she had a son in college. Another charm- 
ing mother called upon me and said: "I thought I would 'tod- 
dle' over to 'chin' a little with you," meaning she had come 
over for a chat. She has daughters in school in New York. 
When she left she said, instead of, "Well, I must be going," 
"Well, I'think I'll cut out." 
I said: "Won't you stay to din- 


ner?" _ To which she replied: "No, I just had the 'dumps' 
(meaning blues) and knew you would brace me 
(meaning 


cheer me up). You are a 'peach' (meaning dear) to give me 
such a-'bunch' (meaning so much) of your time. Well, 'so 
long' (meaning au revoir). I've had a 'classy' (meaning in- 
structive) chat; will 'repeat the dose' (meaning come again) 
when I have 'willies' again (meaning also blues)." This con- 
versation was positively ridiculous, coming from a beautiful, 
dignified woman. She had, instead of correcting her children, 
imbibed and acquired their every-day school slang, until it was 
second nature to her to use it. Such habits are as easily con- 
tracted as an appetite for food. They are dangerous and be- 
littling, for they take away all beauty of speech and add a vul- 
garity to an otherwise beautiful piece of femininity. 


In the days of the first Napoleon politics and religion were 


barred from the salon, therefore the mode of speech was cul- 
tivated, and an original and exquisite expression of thought 
was considered artistic and beautiful, as was also the quality 
of voice which they used to express their thoughts. Such a 
fashion would be a godsend today, for never in my recollection 
have women been so'careless of the tone of their voices in pub- 
lic, nor in the words chosen in which to say the most ordinary 
sentences. Diction is an unknown quantity. I do know some 
women, I am happy to say, who choose their words and speak 
with perfect style, unaffected and beautiful. But they are 
actresses who have made a study of the use of the speaking 
voice^ and are intellectual enough to choose their own words, 
instead of being educated by their children. Women should 
form anti-slang societies. It would "be a blessing to unthink- 
ing, good-natured women who have no initiative in their own 
homes. Remember, if we could stop to think a few moments 
before speaking, how much we would leave upsaid.

They served what prac- 
tically amounted to an ultimatum up- 
on President Taft, advising him that 
tho nomination of Colonel Goethals us 
governor would not be confirmed. The 
President could not make tho nomi- 
nation without abolishing the- canal 
commission. 


"Had he carried out his plan and 
the Democrats remained obdurate a 
chaotic condition of 
affairs 
would 


have been precipitated on the Isthmus. 
There would 
have 
been no official 
head to tho work and the last few 
months of the construction of the ca- 
nal might have been attended by fric- 
tion. 


MAY BE GOVERNOR. 


"Tho' fact time tho President has 


decided not tu establish civil govern- 
ment on the Isthmus at this time does 
not mean that Colonel Goethals will 
not be named as tho flrst civil gover- 
nor of the completed canal. Tho lead- 
ers in tho 
Democratic 
party an- 


nounced yesterday that they Intend to 
vie with the Republicans In giving th'e 
colonel all the honor which properly 
is due him. 


"What they objected to was the ap- 


parent attempt 
on tho part of the 


Taft administration to deprive their 
party of participation 
In tho coif- 
struction of the waterway. 
If civil 


government had been established the 
country would have believed tho ca- 
nal completed under Republican rule. 
As it is, tho canal will not be finished 
for six months at tho earliest. When 
the water IB allowed to run through 
tho canal then, the Democrats say,, 
they will authorize a civil government 
and Colonel Goethals will be at the 
head." 
President Taft, after hearing re- 


ports from advisors who had can- 
vassed tho opposition of Democratic

water commission have prepared a 
tentative measure to be submitted to 
the legislature for the purpose of re- 
organizing the state water commission. 
This is a substitution for the present 
water bill, approved in January, 1912. 


The state water commission now 
consists of three members. 
The bill 
raises tho number to five, two mom- 
bars, tho governor and state engineer 
to be ex-oftlcio. Three members shall 
bo appointed by the governor for a 
term of four years and they shall re- 
ceive as compensation for services tha 
sum of ?25 per day for each day's 
service, providing that the total com- 
pensation received by any members 
shall not exceed $5000 a year. 


Here ara some of the features of 
the proposed bill which -forms a part 
of the report of the conservation com- 
mission and the water commission re- 
port to the governor: 


TO INVESTIGATE STREAMS. 


Adjudication of water rights by tha 
same system as used in Oregon, by a 
hearing, and the decisions to be sus- 
tained or reversed or modlfted by the 
state supreme court. 


Provision is made for the investi- 


gations of streams to ascertain wheth- 
er appropriations of water thereon are 
valid. 
There is a provision for the ap- 


propriation of water by permit and 
license. Forty years is the term of 
a license for use of water for power 
purposes. 
Annual rents are provided for, m 
addition to filing fees, for all use'Of 
water.

The act makes the water appurte- 
nant to the, land for irrigation pur- 
poses.

McCarty, the Nebraska cowboy, is today 
heralded as the white champion of thu 
world, and Al Palzer of Iowa Is out of 
the running. FOT nearly eighteen rounds 
yesterday the cowboy punched the giant, 
about the ring, and In the eighteenth, 
with Palzer dizzily staggering from 
a 
volley of terrific lefts to the face, Ref- 
eres Eyton stopped the fight. 
"With the elimination of Jack Johnson 
from pugilism, on account of his recent 
escapades, this victory puts McCarty In 
the position of heavyweight -champion, 
"but, until the negro is disposed of he will 
probably be accepted only as white cham- 
pion. He declares that he will not fighx 
the negro under any consideration. 
Palzer, In spite of his superior height, 
weight and reach, was no match for the 
cool-headed, agile youngster. 
The slow- 
witted farmer literally stumbled through 
the fight, assimilating terrific 
punish- 
-ment, and his bull-like rushes were pro- 
ductive of nothing but more blows foi 
himself. He scarcely landed a clean blow 
throughout the fight- His hardest punch 
only provoked the smiles of his lighter 
"but quicker-witted antagonist. 
J^Talzer , began the fight with an ag- 
gressiveness that showed his determina, 
tlon to finish his man in short order, but 
McCarty had little difficulty in eluding 
his rushes and causing him to swing 
wildly. 


Only once Palzer appeared to have ai. 
advantage. In one of the early rounds 
McCarty slipped to 
the mat. Palze* 
rushed in, launching a right uppercut to 
catch the rising cowboy, but the latter 
with great agility ducked backward ana 
Palzer's 
attempted 
knockout 
blow 
caved the atmosphere three feet away 
" <m the intended mark. 


CLEVER BOXER. 


McCarty fought cleverly 
throughout, 


taking his time and beating down his 
man systematically. 
He> seldom wasted 
a blow and hit with deadly precision. Pai- 
scr had practically no defense against 
Luther's whiplike left, delivered straight, 
from the shoulder, and seldom was he 
able- to block the vicious right swing or 
uppercut which invariably followed a. se- 
ries of straight lefts, with Palzer's face 
or stomach as the target. McCarty land- 
ed at will and with an accuracy that be- 
came monotonous. 
In sparring or in clinches Palzer's eyes* 
were kept almost continually on his man- 
ager, the veteran. Tom O'Rourke. who 
crouched at the edge 
of 
the lowan'b 
corner, shouting 
Instructions 
to 
htm 


through a megaphone. He appeared t« 
have, no initiative whatever, and tried 
only to follow Instructions. 
The latte.. 
were as audible to McCarty as to Palzef, 
end every move of the farmer was an- 
ticipated by the. Nebraskan. 
McCarty 


frequently smiled and wrinkled his noao 


at the lowan's preceptor and occasionally 
"joshed" tho worried veteran. 
The fighters bandied good-humored re- 
marks continually, but in the concluding 
rounds Palzer's attempts to smile through 
streams of blood provided an exhibition 
of gameness that WJIE pitiful. 
His fact 
was badly disfigured and he showed thv 
effects of his beating even more 
than 
McCarty's last victim, the veteran Flynn. 
Unlike the latter, he was never knocked 
down during the fight. 


The end came quickly. For 
sevfral 
rounds the sturdy farmer was helpless 
before the well-timed onslaughts of the 
cowboy, and McCarty tried vainly to put 
him down. At the end of th& s~lj:teenth 
Referee Eyton" asked Palzer if he was 
strong and the husky nodded an affirma.- 
tive, but he came up weakly in the sev- 
enteenth to meet the Inevitable volley of 
rights and lefts to the face and stomach. 
In the eighteenth Palzer walked un- 
steadily to the center of the ring and 
literally fell into a left hook that dazed 
him. 
He clung to McCarty's shoulders, 
and when they separated McCarty shot 
two vicious lefts to the jaw that set a 
Jet of blood into the air. Palzer stag- 
gered back, poising for a. moment on one 
foot. One wicked drive appeared to b» 
all that was needed to finish him,' but 
McCarty, apparently unwilling to admin- 
ister the finishing punch, backed awa>, 
and the referee stopped the fight. Mc- 
Carty's only mark was a slight cut ui\ 
der the right eye.

San Francisco alone, with a popula- 
tion of 417,000. has 130,874 foreign born 
whites; 153,781 of foreign or mixed -white 
parentage, and only 116,859 native whites 
of rmtfvo pnrontnc'o:

theso can trace their ancestry back two 
generations before they find that they 
aro also descendants of aliens. 
This enormous foreign population should 


be considered and treated with justice,

nearly every case under early and proper 
management. 


The public Is to be congratulated that 
the origin of this disease is being studied 
by such able men as Dr. A. W. Sawyor of 
the University 
of California, and 
tho 
earned staff at Rockefeller Institute. A 
knowledge of the origin of the disease 
will certainly point the way to more or 
less successful moasurcs of prevention. 
Prof. Jvoch discovered the bacllus tulMu> 
culosis and within twenty-five years' SK>\ 
knowledge thus derived has reduced tSa 
mortality of this disease from 25 to 50 
per cent. 
Colonel W. C. Gorgas proved 
tho mosquito responsible for yellow fever 
purged Havana of tho dread pestilence 
and then transformed tho 
Canal Zono 


from one of the worst districts in the 
world Into a healthful region.

A great expansion of marketing facili- 


ties for the oil of the Tamplco fields is 
taking place. Besides the pipe lines under 
construction and beins planned for tho de- 
livery of oil to Tamplco, Tuxpam and 
Vera Cruz, with one or possibly two lines 
running to Texas, much attention Is being 
given to providing fleets of oil-carrying 
vessels. Tending the building of these 
vessels, tank farms are being constructed 
fur the storage of the large quantities of 
oil that can not be put on the market 
owing to the Impossibility of chartering oil 
vessels. Even with the somewhat limited 
storage and marketing facilities, the oil 
production for this region for the current 
year has been estimated to be in excess of 
20,000,000 barrels. In the first three quart- 
ers of this year 4,237.307 barrels, with an 
Invoice value of $2,632,911, were shipped 
Lo the United States.

work. 


The statement of the commission Is 
as follows: 


"For the first time accurate figures 


are available as to the development of 
public uiJHty enterprises in California,

ity act has been in effect. During that 
time the railroad commission has au- 
thorized stock and bond issues to the 
full amount of $54,721,926.41. Of this 
amount $46,282,763 has been author- 
ized in the form of bonds, debentures 
or notes, and $8,439,162.41 in the form 
of stock. This Is at the rate of $72,- 
000,000 per year.

bonds and stock authorized by the 
state may not be actually employed 
in public utility development, it may 
be safe to assume that at least 75 per 
cent of the securities authorized will 
be sold and the money Invested In
